The major reason is that we have 
so much other work piled up for ONI that I just can't spare 
the time myself and I don't see how I can spare any of the 
other officers very well either. I think that many of his 
friends required more time and effort that they were worth. 
However I want you to know that I am always ready to take up 
where he left off and to assist in any way that I can. There- 
fore, if you have any one specific in mind or if there is 
anything which you consider must be kept on by my office and 
nobody else, please let me know, There is & lot going on 
here at the moment and I'm just trying to cover the ground 
with a very few people . 


DIA25X1 I saw ee and while I enjoyed 
talking to him gathere at his trip here was largely educa- 


tional for him, and that he was surprised and pleased by what 
he had leamed in France. I am sure, however, that his work 
among the Catholics at home will be much better directed and 
more purposeful than if he hadn't come end from that standpoint 
his visit was worth while indeed .

in Paris most interesting, and I must say that I consider 
myself lucky to be here.

It 
has turned out comfortable beyond all of our expectations 
and as you told me when I saw you in Washington, it is one 
of the very nicest in Paris . I will always be grateful 
to you for having held it forus ,. 


I'm sorry thet I didn't see Ceptain Pinnegan 
when he was here - I missed him by about two minutes in 
the office ,
